SOVIET OFFICER DEFECTS 


Britain expels 105 
Russian diplomats

LONDON. — Travel agents booked 
a terigaicts peg Russian = 
solid yesterday in an apparen' 
swift withdrawal of 90 Soviet of- 
fieials ordered to leave Britain 
for. spying. Diplomatic sources

The British Government announced 
on Friday that it was expelling the 
90 and barring another 15 Soviet 
offcials who are out of the country 
from returning to Britain for en- 
gaging in “intelligence activities” 
which constituted a “direct threat 
to the security of this country.” 

The expuisions follow months of 
investigation by British Intelligence 
and the defection of δ senior K.G.B. 
officer from the Soviet Embassy in 
London. The officer has not been 
named, but 15 reported to have the 
rank of major. He is bemg kept 
under close guard somewhere near 
London, 

Retaliation is the normal diplo- 
matic practice when agents ere 
unmasked, but the Russians may 
have difficulty responding on the 
Same unprecedented scale. The So- 
viet Union has 550 diplomats and 


trade officials in London whereas 
Britain has only 78 in Moscow. 


The Soviet officer brought his 
files over with him and has given 
Britlsh security men a _ detailed 
breakdown of the Soviet espionage 
apparatus in this country. The most 
Intriguing phrese In the Forelgn 
Office announcement is that the de- 
fector supplied information about 
“plans for infiltration of agents for 
the purposes of sabotage.” 

Whitehall will not elaborate but 
Beveral London newspapers have 
Suggested that the sabotage was 
directed at the Anglo-French su- 
personic airliner, Concorde. The man- 
agement and unions at the British 
Alreraft Corporation's Bristol plant, 
where the Concorde 1s being built, 
deny knowledge of any such sabo- 
tage. 

There has been speculation too 
that the phrase may refer to Com- 
munist encouragement of the con- 
flict in Northern Ireland and dama- 
ging strikes in British industry. 


Opinion is divided here about the 
affect of the British coup on East- 
West relations. One view is that 
retaliation may be extended to the 
other Nato powers. London is con- 
sidered the main centre abroad for 
Soviet spying’ on Nato, and Brit- 
ain’s allies have obviously been 


kept informed of last week's develop- 
ments. Nato military commanders 
have been here in the past few 
days and are belleved to have known 
what was afoot. 

Some experts on Soviet affairs 
are more optimistic. They argue 
that the Kremlin will make the 
mass expulsions the occasion for a 
crisis only if that is what they 
wanted anyway. The U2 flight in 
1960 was inflated into an Interna- 
tonal incident because the Rus- 
sians wanted to puncture the Eisen- 
hower-Krushchey meeting. 

We shall know soon enough. The 
Forelgn Secretary, Sir Alec Doug- 
las-Home ig due to meet his So- 
viet counterpart, Andrei Gromyko, 
in New York later this week. If the 
Russian Foreign Minister still wants 
to talk about European security and 
the Middle East it will be a sign 
that the Kremlin 15 not letting the 
expulsions stand in the way of 
Bast-West detente. 

If Gromyko suggests that Sir 
Alec might postpone his New Year 
visit to Moscow the outlook will be 
more gloomy. 

Britain has not made the choice 
easy for the Russians. Premier Ed- 
ward Heath and his Foreign Secre- 
tary bave told Moscow that they 
cannot enter into preparations for 
the proposed European Security

BELGRADE, — Leonid Brezhnev, 
the Soviet Communist Party leader, 
signed a new “Belgrade declaration” 
with President Josip Broz Tito here
